The importance of collecting and preserying
all the information that can be had at the pre
sent time relating 1o the rire and progress ol
Methodiam, has induced the organization of an
agsociation under the title of the “Historionl
Bociety of Philadelphiin Annual Conference of
the Methodist Eplscopal Church.” The object
of the Boclety Is lo collect and preserve Infor-
mation 10 reference to the orgmn and progress

of the Methodist Eplscopal Church within the |

boundy of the Philadelphia Annual Conference
and elsewhere; likewise objects of interest, such
*as monuscripts, pamphlete, books, medais,
parchments of ordination, portraits of those
Who have been pionecrs in the formution of the
denomination, aud all other objects relating to
any locality and epoch in the history of Metho
dism. Tho great interest thus far manifested 1n
the success of organization encourages th
hope that it will receive the support of th
Church, and become an efficient auxiliary in

incrensing the power and usefulness of Metho
dism,

The Soclety has a ball, containing & Musenm
and Library, at the Methodist Episcopnl Book
Building, No. 1018 Arch street, Philadelphia,
where will be preserved and exhibited all the
property of the Soclety, Already they have re-
ceived many objeots of great value bearing upon
the history of the Church, and they hope to
make additions which will form at an early day
4 collection slike attractive to their people and
friends, Contributions made in this or any other
way will be credited on the records of the So
ciety, snd in the publications of the Soclety
which may hereafter be made.

It 18 proposed to have a course of lectures
délivered in the fall; under the auspices of the
association, and they hope to secure the services
of some of the most eminent ministers in the Me.
thodist denomination,

THE INAUGURAL BERVICRS.

The formal opening of the Historical Hall of
the Philadelphin Oonference took pluce st
ove « At the hour sei, the lower hall, being
somewhat larger than the one to be uged by the
Boolely, was well filled by the ladies and gentle-
mwen who have a deepinterest in anything which
can n.dvanrat the cauoeuol Methodism, There
were present many gentlemen of prominence 1n
the Methodist Egilcoml Church, among whom
were Bishops Beoit and Simpson, and Father
Boehm, the venerable truvelling companton of
Bishop hhuﬁ

There was also exbibited a model purporting
to be the first Methodist meeting-house ever
erected in this country, and to be composed of
the wood contained in the Strawbridge Lo
Chapel, by the earllest sottlers on “Sam's’
oree .vh‘g’mh, in 1767, It has that primitive
lt%e of architecture—~if architecture it can be
called—peculiar to the times and the circnm-
stances under which It was crected, with a
small ut&me room, built ot hewn lo;:s. the
chinks filled in with mortar, a peaked roof,
windows without gashes, and 4 door thal never
was barred. At 8 o'clock the meeling was
called to order. Dr. Willlam Cooper presided.

Rev. A. Atwood amnounced the hfmn Com-
mencing “Lord, if thou didst thysell Inspire,”
after the singing ot which the Rev. Dr. J. B.
Ayars led in prayer.

To those who will labor in collecting materials I
would muke n suggestion or two. 1n the first placs,
moat ull the writings of Methodiam have been defuc-
tive, They speak of conterences, of dlstriets, and of
circuils, ‘These conference lines change from Lime Lo
time; these distriot 1ines never remaln stationary; Lhe
clrouits consiantly slter in their boundaries, ﬁum
there Is an lndefiniteness o all the collegtlons which
bave been made, While 1 have with interess
that which lss been collected, yot I have always re-
gretted that maoch ol the wrlr.hag was defective (ol
character, und | have Iung been satlsfied Ltunt the only
way 10 have & defipnite Dstory of Methodism Is o
commence with epch Boclety, and write ap its indi-
vidual bistory from Hine 10 time, staling when it was
o part of this cireait or that disiricl, and collect ipte-
rieting fnows Lotching our general Church listory: and
we sball pever have nn acourate history uutll we
write the history of each separate noclety.

For Instance, take up ithe miolstars aond thelr
ghurches, Itake up Bt George’s, sod [ become em-
bar:nssed.  The reported members are two thousand
or uore, I kpow that ML George's conlda's seatso
mnuz.

of each Individusl church, you will have detinileness,
snd present fucts which will ald the historian In
his resenrches. The work should be done systematl-
cally, because Lthere are representations abroad whilch
shuuld be shanned. This tesches by example, We
want 10 Know what has been done ln order to shun
the errors, and lwprove upon them, uwln}l{ to be
benefit hiy what has been well dune lsLory

SFRECH OF MR, BORHM,

Prother Boehm, nged ninetytwo, was then
mtroduced., He spoke as follows:—

In wy meditations and thovghbts upon what the
heart hus dene, 1 am often led w thipk of ministers
and of the members of the Methodiat Ohureéh, nod
bave often shed tears wlhille medituting upon this Kib.
